As usual Alderman Kirby has sort of gotten his 
facts twisted. In his letter to the Mailbox yesterday, the 
alderman solemnly states “I am not against any favor­ 
able site in town but believe it is my duty to follow the 
recommendations of our committees when they are to 
the best interest of our citizens.” 
Quite noble sentiments but we cannot help but 
wonder just what citizens he had in mind — could it be 
himself in view of the fact his property is only two 
doors from the Mill Site? 
He also declared that six of the eight members of 
the ten-man committee who were present at the meet­ 
ing when, it was quite evident, they voted merely to get 
rid of a troublesome subject, did vote six to two for the 
Mill Site. But what about the other meetings, Mr. Kir­ 
by, in which everyone, the Mayor included, was dead 
set against the Mill Site ? 
Those committee members who were not favorable 
to the Mill Site at the last meeting were: Cook, Blan­ 
ton, Rafferty and Steward, and Crenshaw had express­ 
ed a no vote previously and confirmed it later. 
Judging from the expressions heard, not just in a 
few cases, but almost unanimously throughout the city, 
the majority of the citizens are also dead set against 
sticking a Public improvement on a site such as the 
city owned lot at Prairie and Center. 
And one thing that puzzles us is this constant harp­ 
ing on the subject that the citizens would not approve 
of any site whereby they would “burden themselves with 
unnecessary expenditures for high priced real estate.” 
Without commiting ourselves as favoring any one 
particular site, The Standard would point out that the 
city owns two pieces of real estate, either ot which 
would be admirably suitable for a city hall — Malone 
Park and the Armory Park. 
Judging from the text of the contract whereby the 
city secured Malone Park from Dr. Malone, a city hall, 
being a “public improvement” would certainly not be 
barred from the area. 
However if the council and the mayor are appre­ 
hensive that litigation might follow in the wake of an 
attempt to put the city hall in Malone Park, certainly 
there would be no such possibility in regard to Armory 
Park. 
The city, as we understand it, owns the east half 
of the Armory block and there could be no objection 
raised if the site was selected for a city hall and, still 
without recommending it as the site, The Standard 
would also point out to Mr. Kirby and all of those who 
seem so anxious to conserve the taxpayers’ money, that 
a site for the east fire station could be used on the corn­ 
er of this property and it wouldn’t cost the city a red 
cent. 
Cowper, the poet, once wrote “God moves in mys- 
terir'ic *yay?« His wonder to perfcnit,” and we -cannot 
help but think that if Cowper were alive today and 
could ‘sit in’ on some of the discussions about a site and 
hear the ridiculous arguments advanced as to why the 
city should toss $150,000 into the trash heaps and junk 
piles along a railroad right of way Cowper would prob­ 
ably be able to write a parody on his famous poem for 
certainly some, at least, of our official family are mov­ 
ing in mysterious and devious ways to secure their ends 
and some, at least of our officials have planted their 
feet in the sea of befuddlement and, if they persist in 
their determination to over-ride the plainly evidenced 
wishes of the public, will get to “Ride upon the storm” 
that might carry them right out of public office.

Back in 1928 I was a green copy 
boy and one of my duties was to 
carry late Saturday night copy 
from the Associated Press office 
in the Kansas City Star building 
to the AP office in the Journal- 
Post. 
Shorb, to whom I delivered the 
copy, was one of my boyhood 
heroes. He was a telegrapher. He 
was about 5 feet tall and 5 feet 
around the middle. 
Schultz left nothing to chance. 
He was a bachelor. 
He made 
money playing the grain market 
on the side. His girl friend sold 
magazine subscriptions, so he got 
his reading m atter free. 
Food was an obsession 
with 
him. He always brought his own 
lunch and dinner. 
His endless 
sandwiches and pieces of fruit 
were 
separately w rapped, 
and 
he unw rapped each small tidbit 
as if he were unveiling the Taj 
Mahal. After each meal he took 


» big swig from a bottle of m in­ 
eral oil he had handy. He felt his 
program kept him healthy as well 
as fat. 
To fetch him the copy I had V> 
cross a viaduct. Often on a cold 
Missouri night I’d stand there and 
watch the stream floating up and 
listen to the long “whoo-whoo- 
whoo” of locomotives setting out 
for old St. Louis or neighing in 
pause on the long road to %os 
Angeles. 
The night held a magic glamor. 
Big black cars drove by and I 
could hear the sound of feminine 
laughter floating back. I dreamed 
that some time one of the big 
black cars would halt and an older 
woman with blonde hair and ruin ­ 
ous eyes would call in a throaty 
voice, “Won’t you come in.” 
Progress caught up with Shorb. 
The Morse wire was replaced by 
an automatic printer machine that 
forced him to punch first 
40 
words a minute, then 60 words. 
His two flying pudgy fingers 
couldn’t quite keep up with the 
tape. He took a job between mid­ 
night and morning when news 
was scarce so that he could fight 
out the problem of adjusting to a 
new system. 
He never 
really 
quite made it. 
He still brought his food in- neat 
parcels. He drank more deeply of 
the mineral oil. 
He never com­ 
plained. But one day the little 
gallant fat man stood up, then 
fell over dead. Something in his 
heart or head had burst. 
Still at times I think of Shorb 
and the long-gone time when I 
fetched the news copy to h im 1 
across the w aduct 
where 
the 
trains cried “whoo-whoo-whoo.” 
Supposing I did walk that way 
again and this time one of the big 
black slinky cars really did stop 
and a girl with a throaty voice 
called, “Where are you going — 
can I give you a lift?” 
W hat would I do? I know. I’d 
say:

“No, thank you, m a’am.

As usual Alderman Kirby has sort of gotten his 
facts twisted. In his letter to the Mailbox yesterday, the 
alderman solemnly states “I am not against any favor­ 
able site in town but believe it is my duty to follow the 
recommendations of our committees when they are to 
the best interest of our citizens.” 


Quite noble sentiments but we cannot help but 
wonder just what citizens he had in mind — could it be 
himself in view of the fact his property is only two 
doors from the Mill Site? 


He also declared that six of the eight members of 
the ten-man committee who were present at the meet­ 
ing when, it was quite evident, they voted merely to get 
rid of a troublesome subject, did vote six to two for the 
Mill Site. But what about the other meetings, Mr. Kir­ 
by, in which everyone, the Mayor included, was dead 
set against the Mill Site ? 


Those committee members who were not favorable 
to the Mill Site at the last meeting were: Cook. Blan­ 
ton, Rafferty and Steward, and Crenshaw had express­ 
ed a no vote previously and confirmed it later. 


Judging from the expressions heard, not just in a 
few cases, but almost unanimously throughout the city, 
the majority of the citizens are also dead set against 
sticking a Public improvement on a site such as the 
city owned lot at Prairie and Center. 


And one thing that puzzles us is this constant harp­ 
ing on the subject that the citizens would not approve 
of any site whereby they would “burden themselves with 
unnecessary expenditures for high priced real estate.” 


Without commiting ourselves as favoring any one 
particular site, The Standard would point out that the 
city owns two pieces of real estate, either of which 
would be admirably suitable for a city hall — Malone 
Park and the Armory Park. 


Judging from the text of the contract whereby the 
city secured Malone Park from Ur. Malone, a city hall, 
being a “public improvement” would certainly not be 
barred from the area. 
However if the council and the mayor are appre­ 
hensive that litigation might follow in the wake of an 
attempt to put the city hall in Malone Park, certainly 
there would be no such possibility in regard to Armory 
Park. 


The city, as we understand it, owns the east half 
of the Armory block and there could be no objection 
raised if the site was selected for a city hall and, still 
without recommending it as the site, The Standard 
would also point out to Mr. Kirby and all of those who 
seem so anxious to conserve the taxpayers’ money, that 
a site for the east fire station could be used on the corn­ 
er of this property and it wouldn’t cost the city a red 
cent.

As usual Alderman Kirby bas sort of gotten bis 
facts twisted. In his letter to the Mailbox yesterday, the 
alderman solemnly states “I am not against any favor­ 
able site in town but believe it is my duty to follow the 
recommendations of our committees when they are to 
the best interest of our citizens.” 


Quite noble sentiments but we cannot help but 
wonder just what citizens he had in mind — could it be 
himself in view of the fact his property is only two 
doors from the Mill Site? 


He also declared that six of the eight members of 
the ten-man committee who were present at the meet­ 
ing when, it was quite evident, they voted merely to get 
rid of a troublesome subject, did vote six to two for the 
Mill Site. But what about the other meetings, Mr. Kir­ 
by, in which everyone, the Mayor included, was dead 
set against the Mill Site? 


Those committee members who were not favorable 
to the Mill Site at the last meeting were: Cook. Blan­ 
ton, Rafferty and Steward, and Crenshaw had express­ 
ed a no vote previously and confirmed it later. 


Judging from the expressions heard, not just in a 
few cases, but almost unanimously throughout the city, 
the majority of the citizens are also dead set against 
sticking a Public improvement on a site such as the 
city owned lot at Prairie and Center. 


And one thing that puzzles us is this constant harp­ 
ing on the subject that the citizens would not approve 
of any site whereby they would “burden themselves with 
unnecessary expenditures for high priced real estate.” 


Without commiting ourselves as favoring any one 
particular site, The Standard would point out that the 
city owns two pieces of real estate, either of which 
would be admirably suitable for a city hall — Malone 
Park and the Armory Park. 
Judging from the text of the contract whereby the 
city secured Malone Park from Dr. Malone, a city hall, 
being a “public improvement” would certainly not be 
barred from the area. 
However if the council and the mayor are appre­ 
hensive that litigation might follow in the wake of an 
attempt to put the city hall in Malone Park, certainly 
there would be no such possibility in regard to Armory 
Park. 
The city, as we understand it, owns the east half 
of the Armory block and there could be no objection 
raised if the site was selected for a city hall and, still 
without recommending it as the site, The Standard 
would also point out to Mr. Kirby and all of those who 
seem so anxious to conserve the taxpayers’ money, that 
a site for the east fire station could be used on the corn­ 
er of this property and it wouldn’t cost the city a red 
cent. 
Cowper, the poet, once wrote “God moves in mys- 
t erica* way® His wonder to perfcrrt;” and we cannot 
help but think that if Cowper were alive today and

their determination to over-ride the plainly evidenced 
wishes of the public, will get to “Ride upon the storm ” 
that might carry them right out of public office.

The night held a magic glamor.
